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MEMOIRS  of  the  LIFE  of  the 
Reverend  Dr  HUGH  BLAIR. 

The  life  of  a  literary  man,  em¬ 
ployed  in  cultivating  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  his  tafte  and  his  underftanding, 
or  of  a  clergyman  inllrudting  his'peo 
pie  in  the  duties  ot  religion  and  vir¬ 
tue,  cannot  alford  much  matter  for 
the  hiftorian  or  biographer.  If,  in¬ 
deed,  we  could  penetrate  into  the  re¬ 
tirement  of  this  elegant  author,  and 
could  trace  the  heps  by  which  his 
tafte  and  genius  have  afeended  to 
that  eminence  on  which  we  now 
behold  them  placed,  we  might  be  able 
to  lay  before  our  readers  much  mat¬ 
ter  of  inftrii(5lion  and  entertainment. 
But  as  that  is  noi  permitied  to  us, 
they  muft  be  content  with  theie  few 
faJts. 

Dr  Biair  is  the  Ton  of  a  refpecla- 
ble  clergyman  in  the  Church  of  Scot-  | 
land;  and  having  himfelt  made! 
choice  of  the  fame  profeftion,  he  was 
ordained  to  the  parilh  of  Collcflle  in 
Fifeftiire,  in  the  year  1743.  The  fame' 
of  his  preaching,  which  even  fo  early  as  ! 
that  began  to  be  known,  did  not  allow 
him  to  continue  long  there  ;  in  a  few 
months  after  his  ordination,  he  was 
tranflated  to  the  Canongate  church  at 
VoL.  LVIII. 


Edinburgh.  He  remained  there  till 
1752,  when  he  was  prefented  to  the 
church  of  Lady  Yefter,  and  in  1758 
was  preferred  to  the  Metropolitan  or 
High  Church.  His  early  introduc¬ 
tion  into  Edinburgh,  the  feat  of  an 
univerfity,  and  the  refort  of  many 
learned  men,  afforded  him  an  excel¬ 
lent  opportunity  of  purfning  thofe  li¬ 
terary  objedls,  which  almoft  from  his 
earlicft  youth  he  appeared  to  have  in 
view. 

Accordingly,  about  this  period 
(1758)  he  began  to  open  a  clafs  for 
rhetoric  and  belles  lettres,  and  read 
there  the  firft  Iketch  of  thofe  leiflurcs 
which  are  now'  prefented  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  ;  thefe  w^cr.e  fo  well  received,  that 
the  year  following  (1759)  he  %vas 
created  the  firft  Kegius  Profeifor  of 
Rhetoric  and  Belles  Lettres  in  the 
Univerfity  of  Edinburgh. 

His  firft  publication  was  a  criticifm 
on  Ofllan,  in  which,  with  great  juft- 
nefs,  he  has  applied  the  rules  of  that 
fcience  to  that  antient  poem,  and 
pointed  out  thofe  beauties  which  arc 
fo  ftrongiy  marked  with  the  charac* 
ters  of  antiquity.  In  1777>  he  pub- 
liilied  the  firft  volume  of  thofe  fer- 
mons,  which  are  fo  juftly  admired 
by  every  one  whofe  dev^jtion  is  guid- 
C  c 
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ed  by  reafon,  or  accompanied  by  I  to  Iiimklf,  while  he  has  been  nfeful 
taltc.  T  le  approbaiion  of  the  public  |  to  the  world,  and  wdl  continue  to 
w.is  figuihed  by  the  rapid  lale  of  this  I  pieafe  and  inftru^5t  mankind,  as  lonor 
book,  and  that  of  a  great  perfonage,  as  they  pofltrfs  either  tahe  or  virtue, 
(the  Qjeen)  by  a  telVimony  no  hfs  that  is,  as  long  as  they  are  worthy  of 
unequivocal,  a  grant  to  Dr  Blair  of  a  oeing  pleafed,  or  c.ipabie  of  being  iu- 
penfion  of  200I.  per  annum.

The  clergy  of  Scotland  have  long  | 
been  divided  into  two  parties  ;  Th.  - 
one  has  fought  for  popular  favour,  by  j 
cherifhing  rhofe  fentiments  of  bigotry 
and  fanaticif'Ti,  to  which  the  peo¬ 
ple  here  are  io  unhappily  difpofed  :  j 
The  other  have  unitormly  endeavour  j 
ed  to  check  or  eradicate  thofe  fenti¬ 
ments,  and  to  tftabHfci  the  principles 
of  rational  and  nioderate  religion  in 
tht  ir  place. 

In  this  party  Dr  Robertfon,  for 
many  years,  has  taken  the  lead,  and 
by  his  abilities  and  eloquence,  has 
coniributed  more  than  any  one  to  the 
effefling  of  their  great  objeef.  It  is 
but  jultice  to  Dr  Blair  to  fay,  that 
though  he  has  never  been  a  fpeakcr 
in  the  national  alfemblies  ol  the 
church,  he  has  ever  adled  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  his  learned  and  refpeClable 
friend,  and,  wi  h  great  fteaJiueis, 
has  maintained  the  principles  of  me- 
deraUDii. 

In  this  manner  then  has  Dr  Blair’s 
life  been  fpent,  affording  lew  mate¬ 
rials  lor  hillorv,  though  abounding  in 
employment  honourable  to  himiell, 
and  uielul  to  the  world.  He  has 
been  employed  in  dilfaling  tafte  and 
the  love  cl  elegant  literature  through 
his  country  ;  in  maintaining  the 
peace  and  juftice  of  its  eccleliadical 
eftablilhment,  and  in  enforcing  the 
precepts  of  Chr»ftianity,  not  more  by 
the  powers  of  his  eloquence,  than  by 
the  purity  ol  his  manners.  Such  has 
been  the  bufinefs  of  his  life,  and  his 
fuccefs  has  been  proportioned  to  the 
ability  and  diligence  he  has  exerted 
!S|  it ;  he  has  purchafed  immortality 


that  Dr  Blair  has  ever  lived  in  the 
llriflefl:  friendfiiip  with  tile  molt  te- 
markablc  of  his  countrymen.  Dr 
Koberrfon,  Dr  Fergufon,  l)r  Smith, 
and  the  Tate  Lord  Kaines,  have  brea 
his  particular  friends. 

He  hiis  ever  been  of  a  chara^^er  To 
truly  moderate,  that,  though  [HuhiUng 
the  full  confidence  of  his  friends,  fie 
has  been  v<  rv  lirtle  obnoxious  to  idig 
opponents,  and  has  born  Ids  tac;:!- 
ties  fo  m  ekly,  that  even  the 
the^io^icam  has  tounJ  nothing  to  take 
note  on.

IT  has  been  faid  that  the  plan  of 
extending  the  l  ight  of  voting  to 
every  indiviunal  creates  much  un- 
eAfinr-fs  in  t^e  minds  of  quiet  and 
well -difpofed  perlorxS,  and  that  if 
paup'  rs,  vagabonds,  and  other  per- 
fons  ol  no  pioptrty  were  left  ont, 
there  would  be  noobjedion  to  extend 
it  to  all  houfe-keepers  and  ptribns 
paying  taxes,  and  Jhat  the  fame  divi- 
fioa  into  diffri'fts  might  ^akr  place. — 
My  anfwer  is,  that  1  know  of  no  man, 
be  he  ever  fo  poor,  v/’to,  in  his  ccui- 
fumption  of  food,  and  ufe  ’>f  ralfi  .  iit» 
does  n‘'t  nay  taxes,  arid  that  1  vA/uld 
wlfh  to  encourage  an  enthufi  j  t.  (or 
his  country  in  the  brvafi  ’  vrry 
fubje^l,  by  giving  him  Ms  )  ul  llirre 
in  its  government.  I  re^niily  a'J.mit 
Inch  an  abera  ion  wo^ld  be  <\  v;ift 
improvement,  but  I  rnufi.  prefer  the 
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adhering  rigidly  to  a  feif-evidcnc 
principle,  efpecially  when  attended 
with  no  inconvenience  in  the  execu¬ 
tion.  that  lean  forclee  Befides,  we 
fhoiih’  ugain  fall  into  the  difficulties 
of  drawing  the  liiiw'  of  fep.^ration, 
and  into  the  difputes  about  the  quali- 
fica'ion. 

The  apprehenfions  that  our  go¬ 
vernment  will  beconne  too  democra¬ 
tic,  have  been  ur-ed  upon  another 
ground.  It  has  been  faid  that  the 
Honfe  of  Commons  have  ufurped  the 
whole  power  of  government  ;  that 
the  Crown  in  reality  no  longer  pof- 
leffcs  its  negative,  and  mult  in  al'* 
tni:igs  be  ruled  by  the  Houfe  of 
Common^:;  that  the  Houfe  ot  L()rds, 
p  in  confi:<]uence  oi  its  exclufion 
(bv  the  will  of  the  Houfe  of  C«>m- 
mons,  not  by  law)  from  interfering 
in  money  bills,  no  longer  in  ia^.^  exer-  j 
clfts  the  functions  of  a  branch  of  the 
legillinire  ;  that  the  only  means  by 
Vfhich  the  balance  of  the  conftitiition 
is  now  in  any  degree  preierved,  is 
by  the  irregular  innoence  of  the 
Crown,  aa  J  of  the  P^ers  in  the  Houfe 
of  Coinu'.ons  ;  and  \i  they  are  to¬ 
tally  excluded  from  intericrence  there, 
as  it  is  fuppofed  will  be  the  cafe  ii 
this  bill  paifes,  arid  are  not  rellored 
to  their  original  lhare  of  po’.ver,  the 
equilibrium  will  be  dellroyed,  and  the 
Governivicnt  become  democratic. 

To  remedy  the  obje<5lion,  it  has 
been  anfwered  by  others,  that  iiisbut 
juft  and  reafonable,  and  that  tijcy 
mean,  at  the  fame  time  that  llieCom- 
mons  are  reftored  to  liieir  rights,  that 
the  Crow'u  and  the  peers  fiiould  reco¬ 
ver  theirs. 

This  anfwcr  has  been  ridiculed  in 
my  opinion  with  more  wit  than  fo- 
lidity  of  argument.  It  has  been  re- 
prefented  as  admitting, that  wliilft  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  continue?  cor- 
riipr,  the  King  and  Lords  fhould  iub- 
nait  to  its  declftons  ;  but  that  when 
it  (hould  really  ipeak  the  voice  ol  the 
people,  then  It  would  be  right  to 


revive  the  dormant  powers  of  refilling 
it. 

For  my  part,  T  agree  in  op*nioa 
wiih  thofe  who  are  for  reftonngto  all 
parrs  ot  the  State  their  jiift  rig^t*-  at 
the  fa.ue  rime  ;  to  do  it  generally, 
not  partially,'  is  what  I  muft  contend 
for.  At  the  fime  I  admi^  that  I  am 
not  for  reftoring  the  negative  of  the 
Crown  j  my  r<*afon  is,  that  it  appears 
to  me  prepoftcrous  that  the  will  of 
one  mail  IhouIJfiir  evtr  obftriKfl  every 
regulaiion  which  all  the  reft  ot  the 
^  n  may  fh.nk  neceffiry.  I  objeff 
m  it,  as  1  would  to  every  otlier  pre¬ 
rogative  ol  the  Crown,  or  p'iviltge 
ol  the  Lords  or  people,  that  is  not 
founded  on  reafou. 

But  I  agree  that  if  the  Houfe  of  Corn- 
mons  was  reduced  to  its  natural  de- 
dence  on  the  people  alone,  and  the 
prefent  fyilem  of  making  it  the  execu¬ 
tive  part  ot  government  was  conti¬ 
nued,  we  Ihould  approach  to  a  pure  de¬ 
mocracy  more  than  our  conliitr.tion 
warrants,  or  than  I  wilhtofee.  I  am 
not  for  a  democratically  more  than 
j  for  an  ariftocratic  or  monarciuc  go- 
vermnent  foleiy  ;  I  am  for  that  ad- 
j  mirable  mixture  of  the  three,  that  rnir 
inlmit.ible  and  enmprehenlive  conlti- 
tution  lias  ellabhlnt  d.  I  wlih  to  fee 
the  executive  part  of  government 
revert  to  where  the  ccnllitutmn  has 
originally  placed  ir,  in  the  hands  of 
the  Crown,  to  be  carried  on  by  its 
Minifters  ; — thole  Minlfters  under 
thecontroul  of  parliament,  and  par¬ 
liament  under  the  controul  of  the 
people.  I  would  not  have  parlia- 
meut  made,  as  it  daily  is,  a  parly 
concerned  in  every  act  of  ftate, 
whereby  it  becomes  the  executive, 
for  which  it  is  not  calculated,  and 
lofes  its  fupei  Intending  and  controul- 
ing  powers,  wlilch  is  the  main  end 
of  its  inititution  ;  for  when  tlie  two 
Houfes  arc  prevloully  pledged  by  ad- 
drciTes,  votes,  and  refoliitloio:,  it  be¬ 
comes  extremciy  difficult  for  them 
aftcrvvirds  to  cciifure  meafures  In 
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which  they  have  been  fo  deeply  en¬ 
gaged  by  adls  of  their  own.  Another 
great  inconveniency  arifes  from  Par¬ 
liament’s  taking  fo  much  of  the  exe- 
•cutive  of  government  on  itfelf,  which 
is  the  exceflivc  length  of  the  feflions; 
an  evil  which  of  late  has  greatly  in- 
creafed.  Now  that  parliament  is  en- 

imaged  in  every  detail,  in  order  to 
creen  the  minifter,  it  can  never  finllh 
its  bufinefs  till  the  middle  of  furamer, 
when  the  independent  country  gen-

tleman,  tired  of  a  long 
and  hot  w’cather,  in  town,  is 
to  his  private  bufinefs  in  th' 
try,  and  that  of  the  public  L 
fettled  in  the  houfes,  by  a  few  depen¬ 
dants  of  the  minifter,  A  fhort  fef- 
fion  of  two  or  three  months  would  be 
fufticient  to  examine  the  expenditure 
of  former  grants,  to  make  new  ones, 
to  redrefs  grievances,  and  pafs  fuch 
general  laws  as  crrcumftances  might 
require.  ■  *  >  The  inconveniency 

and  cxpence  to  a  private  mem¬ 
ber  of  parliament  in  attending  his 
duty  would  then  be  trifling  ;  and  in- 
ftead  of  forty  commoners  and  three 
peers  to  form  a  quorum  to  decide 
the  greateft  matters  oi  the  ftate,  the 
attendance  of  two  thirds  of  each  bo¬ 
dy,  w’hich  would  give  refpe<ft  to  their 
proceedings,  might  and  ought  to  be 
required. 

I  am  alfo  free  to  own  my  opinion, 
that  wdien  the  Houfe  of  Lords  lhall 
be  effedually  prevented  from  having 
any  influence  in  the  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons,  as  I  think  it  muft  by  this  bill, 
it  Ihould  at  the  fame  time  recover  its 
equal  rights  in  every  refpeft  with  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  as  a  co-ordinate 
branch  of  the  legiflature. 

Thefe  fentiments  are,  I  think,  con- 
fonant  to  the  idea  fo  well  exprefl'ed 
in  your  letter  to  the  volunteer  army 
of  the  province  of  Ulftcr,  “  to  reftore 
to  the  Crown  its  original  fplendor,  to 
nobility  its  ancient  privileges,  and  to 
the  nation  at  large  its  inherent 
rights.” 

I  believe  I  have  now  troubled  you 


with  all  that  is  necelFary  concerninr 
my  plan.  My  bill  will  (hew  the  de¬ 
tail  as  far  as  concerns  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  and  the  ele^lion  cf  Scots 
Peers :  the  regulations  tor  reftoring 
to  the  Crown  its  executive,  and  to  the 
Houfe  01  Lords  ics  deliberative  func¬ 
tions,  fhoiild  be  added  to,  and  form 
a  part  of  this  bill;  but  1  have  not  as 
vet  had  time  and  Jeifure  to  prepare 
them. 

In  what  I  have  faid,  I  have  fliewu 
my  opinion  concerning  the  ift,  3d, 
4th,  6th,  and  8th,  queftions  you  have 
propofed  to  roe.  There  remains 
the  2d,  5th,  and  7th,  to  be  confider- 
ed. 

In  refpcjft  to  the  fecond,  which  I 
prefume  relates  to  the  admilhon  of 
Roman  Catholics  to  vote  at  ekdlions, ' 
I  can  only  fay,  that  the  fame  princi¬ 
ples  which  go  to  civil  liberty,  equally 
lead  to  liberty  of  confcience.  I  ad¬ 
mire  with  you  the  glorious  fpirit  of 
toleration  which  you  fay  has  united 
tlie  once  diftratfted  inhabitants  of  Ire¬ 
land  into  one  indiflbluble  mafs  ;  and 
I  am  iure  that  nothing  fliort  of  evi¬ 
dent  danger  to  the  ftate  can  warrant 
its  interference  in  religious  opinions. 
But  unacquainted  as  I  am  with  the 
ftate  of  Ireland,  it  is  impoflible  for 
me  to  know  the  prefent  temper  and 
difpoflrion  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
there ;  and  thofe  only  who  arc  on 
the  fpot  can  judge  how  far  exclufions 
of  this  fort  are  neceffary,  or  ought  to 
extend. 

With  regard  to  the  fifth  queftion, 
if  voting  by  ballot  is  advifeable  r  I 
am  clearly  of  opinion  that  it  is  not. 
The  idea  of  a  ballot  can  have  arifen 
but  to  avoid  the  effcdl  of  fome  impro¬ 
per  influence ;  and  I  conceive  it 
much  more  noble,  diredlly  to  check 
that  influence,  than  indiredlly  to  e- 
vade  it  by  concealment  and  deceit. — 

I  am  convinced  that  trivial  circum- 
ftances  in  things  like  this  tend  greatly 
to  form  the  national  chara<fter  ;  and 
that  it  is  moft  confiftcnt  with  that  ol 
a  Britilh  and  Irilh  freeman,  that  ;di 
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his  adions  fliould  be  open  and  avow- 1 
cd,  and  that  he  fliould  not  be  afliam- 
cd  of  declaring  in  the  face  of  his 
country  whom  he  wiflies  to  Intrull 
with  its  interells.  Upon  the  fame 
idea  that  ballots  may  be  a  cover  for 
independence,  they  mail  alfo  be  a 
cloak  for  bribery,  and  a  fchool  for  ly¬ 
ing  and  deceit. 

As  to  the  7th  queftion,  whether  it 
would  not  be  equitable  or  expedient 
that  boroughs  now  in  the  polielliou 
of  individuals  fluniid  be  purchafed  liy 
the  nation?  1  think,  that  although  no 
man  can  have  a  llriiSl  claim  in  etpiity 
to  be  refunded  the  lofs  ot  what  nei¬ 
ther  buyer  nor  feller  had  a  right  to 
bart(jf,  yet  it  will  be  wife  to  purchafe 
the  good-will,  or  at  leail  to  folten  the 
rerillance,  of  the  prefent  powerful  pof- 
feffors  of  boroughs  by  a  moil  ample 
compenfation.  The  liberties  of  a  na¬ 
tion  cannot  be  bought  too  dear,  but 
the  whole  cod  ot  ihefe  boroughs 
wTuiId  not  amount  to  tlie  prohts  of 
one  jobbing  contra<5r. 

I  have  now  anfwered  all  tlie  qaef- 
tions  you  have  been  pleafed  to  pro- 
pofe ;  but  I  mult  meation  anotliei 
advantajre  which  ought  to  recoin- 
mend  the  meaiurts  you  are  purlumg 
to  every  friend  to  the  internal  peace 
and  quiet  of  the  kingdom,  w:»icli  is, 
that  w'hen  the  people  have  obtained 
a  regular,  legal  and  ipeedy  way  of 
giving  effect  to  their  fentiments,  tnerc 
can  no  longer  be  any  apprelieiilmn 
of  their  endeavouring  to  redrcls  tliem- 
felves  by  mobs  and  tumults !  and 
even  fuch  rcgul.ir  and  well  condutlled 
meetings  as  yours  will  become  need- 
lefs.  1  mention  this  tircuiultance 
with  the  more  flitisfactlon,  as  it 
ilamps  your  coudtuff  witii  the  mod 
unecpiivocal  mai’ks  oi  dirmierelled 
patriotifm.  Power,  when  once  ac¬ 
quired,  is  gencraliy  cndeavourcvl  to 
be  prefer ved  by  its  poilcifors ;  l)ut 
you,  after  having  taken  up  yours  Irom 
necefilty,  and  employed  it  ufefully, 
are  now  endeavourlhg,  with  unex- 
ampleJ  viftiiC)  to  render  iis  conilnu- 


ance  iinncceflitry,  For,  great  as  your 
f  cr\  ices  hwvt  been,  in  fb  (bon  form  inf 
a  complete  army,  Tn  the  advaniagts 
you  have  procured  for  your  country, 
in  the  good  order  you  havepreferved, 
and  in  tlie  tthcacy  you  have  given  to 
law,  you  will  dclerve  ilill  greater  cre¬ 
dit,  iii  niy  opinion,  from^your  good 
I'enle  hi  feeing  that  a  great  military 
force,  totally  unconneded  with  the 
civil  government,  cannot  be  a  perma¬ 
nent  eilablilhaient  in  a  free  country, 
whofe  Mrfl;  j)nncipie  is,  never  to  trull 
abfok'tc  power  in  any  hands  what¬ 
ever.  Yi)ur  prefent  endeavours  to  re- 
dore  tlie  conditurion  tousiormer  puri¬ 
ty  and  vigour  eviJe ntly  tend  to  make 
this  ami  every  extiaordlnary  inftiru- 
tion  unnecciiary  ;  for  when  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  fairly  and  equally  reprdented 
iii  Parliament,  when  they  have  an¬ 
nual  opportunities  of  changing  tlicir 
dtpuiics,  and  through  them  of  con- 
troulmg  every  abuie  of  Oovernment, 
in  a  faie,  eaty,  and  legal  way,  there 
can  be  no  longer  reafonfor  recurring 
to  thvife  ever  dangerous,  tiiough 
loirietiiiies  ncceijary  expedients  of  an 
arnitd  force,  which  nothing  but  \ 
bad  Uoveniinent  car?  judify.  Such 
a  inugnariIinoii.'>  end  to  your  proceed¬ 
ings,  wii'in,  alter  having  rellored  li¬ 
berty,  commerce,  and  free  govern- 
meiit  lo  your  coiincry,  you  lliall  vo¬ 
luntarily  retire  to  the  noble  charafler 
oi  private  chizens,  peaceably  enjoy¬ 
ing  ilie  blcilings  you  have  procured, 
will  crown  ytjiir  labours  with  cverlaf- 
ling  glnry,  and  is  w'orthy  the  genuine 
patriotic  l]>iiic  which  animates  the 
Irldi  volunteers. 

Pefore  I  conclude,  I  beg  to  ex- 
prcls  a  whh,  that  the  mutually  elfen- 
tlal  eauHivction  between  Great  lh*l- 
tain  iiiiil  ireianJ  may  foon  be  fettled 
on  feme  liberal  and  fair  footing.— 
'Phat  whiv':li  did  fublill  was  on  fuch 
narrow  and  abibrJ  principles,  that  no 
tVinid  to  either  kingdom  can  regret 
its  lofs.  Poti'ided  on  condraint  and 
depciidciice,  incoiiipatible  with  tiie 
condicicii  of  freemen,  Ireland  had 
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;^Q  indifpi’ table  to  dtlFolve  It 

whenever  the  choic  lb  to  do.  But 
luvelv,  it  we  do  not  mean  a  total  Fc* 
paration,  it  would  be  right  to  agree 
upon  Ibnie  new  terms  by  which  we 
are  to  continue  connected  I  have  ' 
always  thought  it  for  the  iiiter<rft 
of  the  two  iflands  to  be  incorporated, 
and  form  one  and  the  fame  kingdom,  j 
•with  the  lame  legillature  meeting  j 
fometimes  in  Ireland  as  we  I  as  in  | 
England.  But  if  there  are  diihcul-  • 
ties  to  luch  an  union  not  to  be  got  i 
over  at  prefent,  feme  fort  cf  jtrderal 
union  at  lead  between  the  two  king¬ 
doms  feems  necelfary  to  afeertain  the  : 
many  circumftances  that  concern 
their  joint  inurtlls  ;  and  an  unicn  of 
this  fort  may  now  be  formed  with 
much  greater  propriety  than  belore, 
as  it  will  be  fandlified  by  the  free  con- 
fent  of  independent  nations. 

I  do  conceive  that  fome  Hep  cf 
this  fort  is  abfolutely  neceffary,  be- 
caufe  the  prefent  footing  of  fepara- 
ticn,  rather  than  union,  is  too  unfair 
to  be  able  long  to  fubfdl.  England, 
befides  the  load  of  liic  whole  debt 
contradled  for  the  ufe  of  both  king¬ 
doms,  bears  all  the  burdens  of  naval 
defence  and  loreign  negotiations,  and 
by  tar  more  than  its  proporiicn  cf 
the  laud  fervice  in  lime  ot  war.  But 
what  is  W’orle  is,  ilua  there  arc  no 
certainty  nov.'  lelt  that  we  iliall  have 
the  fame  enemies  and  the  fame  friends; 
different  interells,  as  they  may  ap- 
pear,  may  lead  one  kingdom  to  ihiuk 
a  war  neceffary,  and  the  other, to  re¬ 
main  in  peace  ;  the  lame  king, 
in  his  different  kingdom^,  may 
think  it  wife  to  follow*  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  his  refpedtivc  parliaments.  I 
need  fcarcely  add,  that  ihe  unavoid¬ 
able  confequenecs  (  f  fuch  a  diffe¬ 
rence  arc  a  war  between  the  two 
kingdoms. 

Unlefs  fome  fettlement  take  place 
upon  thefe  and  numy  oilier  Impor¬ 
tant  fubjcifls,  1  am  far  from  being 
clear  that  it  will  be  for  the  advantage 
of  iibertv  in  cither  Idnedc  m,  iliut  its 


monarch  Ihould  continue  the  Sove¬ 
reign  of  a  neighbouring  State  with 
which  it  has  no  connexion.  I  am 
fenfible  that  there  are  great  dl  [Acui¬ 
ties  attending  the  adjuftment  of  fuch 
an  union,  and  that  it  requires  great 
wifdom  and  temper  to  form  it,erpecia!- 
ly  on  the  part  of  Ireland,  w^hich  muft 
feel  that  Ihe  ought  to  give  the  pre¬ 
ponderance  to  Great  Britain  ;  hut  I 
am  fure  the  bufinefs  ought  not  to  be 
negleffed,  and  that  every  true  friend 
to  both  kingdoms  ought  to  give  it  his 
moft  zealous  affiftance. 

I  beg  pardon  for  having  gone  into 
a  fubje6l  not  immediately  belonging 
to  that  upon  which  you  have  defired 
my  opinion  ;  but  I  thought  it  fo  con¬ 
nected  with  it,  and  at  the  fame  time  ( 
fo  important,  that  I  tniil  you  will  ci- 
cufe  my  having  introduced  it. 

I  fear  I  have  been  very  long,  but 
it  was  impoffible  for  me  to  comprefs 
fo  much  matter  into  a  lefs  compafs ; 
and,  when  you  w-ilh  to  have  my  opi¬ 
nion,  I  thought  it  bell  to  giveitfullv, 
or  at  leaft  as  fully  as  I  could  in  a  let¬ 
ter.  If  it  contains  one  thought  that 
can  be  ufcful,  I  lhall  be  happy.  I 
have  only  to  affiire  the  committee  of 
the  zeal  I  feel  tor  the  caufe  the  vo¬ 
lunteers  have  undertaken,  to  the  lup- 
porc  of  which  I  lhall  ever  be  ready 
to  give  every  affiftance  in  my  power, 
and  that  it  is  with  the  higheft  refpect 
and  admiration  of  their  condu(5l, 
that  I  have  the  honour  to  be  their  melt 
obedient,  and  moft  humble  fervaiu, 
RICHMOND,  ^c.

LETTER  I. 

Dear  Sir, 

BEG  leave,  by  this  letter,  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  confidera- 
tion  and  pradice  of  Modefiy.  I  doubt 

not  but  you  arc  acquainted  with  the 
definition  of  the  term  ;  1  therefore 
mean  more  to  enforce  upon  you  the 


prailice  of  it,  than  dircdly  to  define 
it. 

Modefty  is  a  virtue  fo  fultable  to 
human  nature^  and  fo  excellent  in  //- 
Jelfy  that  whoever  is  dillinguilhed  by 
it^  in  whatever  period  of  life  he  may 
be  in,  is  fure  to  meet  with  gene¬ 
ral  approbation  and  efteem  ;  and 
this  is  peculiarly  the  cafe,  if  he  is  in 
the  early  part  of  life.  Man  is  a  weak 
and  an  imperted  being.  “  Hu- 
vianum  eji  erarre.^^  It  is  unfiAable  to 
the  nature  of  a  being,  w-hofe  adions 
are  tarniihed  by  imperfe^iion^  to  have 
an  uniibrm  confidence  in  his  own 
fh  dlow  in  elleds,  to  trull  entirely  his 
own  judgmeiit  and  opinions,  by  Ihew- 
ing  a  contempt  of  the  advice  and  help 
of  others.  On  the  contrary,  for  a 
being  who  feels  his  own  weaknefs  and 
imperfedlon,  it  is  ingenuous,  It  is 
noble  in  him,  to  be  diffident  of  him- 
fell,  to  folicit  the  advice  of  others, 
and  to  be  open  to  convidion.  This 
is  his  true  and  proper  pofture.  Mo¬ 
defty  gives  a  fliade  to  his  weakneftes 
and  errors.  And  if  all  this  be  true 
rcfptding  man,  however  much  im¬ 
proved,  however  much  experienced, 
of  whatever  age  or  rank  in  life,  how^ 
much  more  rauft  it  be  true  and  ap¬ 
plicable  to  him,  when  he  is  unmproved 
and  inexperienced.  But  the  pity  is, 
that  ignorance  and  inexperience  are 
often  the  caufes  of  obftinacy  and  con¬ 
fidence.  Young  and  ignorant  people 
are  not  aware  how  much  there  is  to 


A  young  man  who  poffefles  the  in* 
herent  feeds  of  good  fenfe,  iliould  en¬ 
deavour  to  fuppofe  liimfelf  in  the 
charader  ol  a  man  of  knowledge  and 
experience,  and  then  confideriu  what 
view’  the  crude,  forward,  and  unform¬ 
ed  fentiments  of  a  young  man  would 
appear  to  him,  w’hen  fet  forth  in  op- 
poiicion  to  Ills  better  judgment  and 
more  extcnfivc  knowledge.*^  They  in¬ 
deed  wou  ap  p  ear  in  conrcmprihle 
colours.  This  would  enable  him  tr> 
acquire  a  modelt  dilpofition  ;  prevent 
him  from  contradlding  his  f.periors; 
preferve  him  in  his  true  charader, 
and  incline  him  to  offer  his  fenti¬ 
ments  more  for  his  own  improve¬ 
ment,  than  meaning  to  Inftrud  others. 

For  a  young  man  to  tnift  chiefly  his 
own  judgment  and  opinions  is  repre- 
hehfible  ;  for  him  to  have  no  opinion  of 
his  own  IS  a  weaknefs ;  for  him  to  have 
no  confidence  in  liimreli  is  an  extreme 
alfo ;  this  would  in  a  great  meafiirc  un¬ 
fit  him  for  the  pradice  of  tlie  many 
duties  of  life,  which  are  attended  with 
difficulties ;  and  moll  certainly  wmuld 
check  that  lauJahie  and  well  direded 
ambition,  which  is  the  fourcc  of  every  i| 
brave  and  noble  fenrlmcnt  and  adion. 
Adopt,  therefore,  the  medium, — a 
vic^dcj}  confJence  in  yourfelf  and  your 
opinions,  and  you  will  do  well. 

I  would  farther  recommend  to  you 
to  exercife  your  ingenuity  in  dillin- 
I  guilhing  m.odefty  from  an  luikvvard 
I  balhfulnefs.  The  former  is  (hocked

by  all  indecencies  in  every  fiiuation. 
The  laft  is  often  unaccompanied  by 
real  modefty,  in  which  cafe,  although 
in  the  company  of  fiiperiors,  and 
dazzled  with  exterior  elegance,  it 
would  be  ft  ruck  v/ith  llupidity  ;  yet, 
in  other  fiiJiatrns,  could  with  deli¬ 
beration  and  prefence  of  mind,  de¬ 
part  from  decency,  and  even  the 
common  refinements  of  humanity. 
True  modefty  has  a  ftcady  unlfcrat; 
ty  of  cliarader,  always  eafy  and  un* 
embarrafied.  There  are,  indeed, 
fome  very  good  ntodeft  men,  who, 
through  the  cfl'cd  of  education,  \vant 
f  interc(?urfc  thi  \vorlJ»  and 
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a  natural  timidity  of  temper;  cannot 
bring  themlllves  up  to  this  happy 
uniformity  of  difpofition.  And  thelc 
may  be  on  a  par  with  the  former  in 
the  duties  of  life,  and  the  avoiding  of 
indecencies  ;  but  you  cannot  but  per¬ 
ceive  how  much  the  firft  is  fnperior  to 
the  laft.  Keep  it  therefore  in  your 
eyes. — As  modefty  is  a  virtue  emi¬ 
nently  fuitable  to  human  nature,  and 
a  peculiar  ornament  to  a  young  man, 
fo  it  is  excellently  calculated  to  pre- 
ferve  hinfi  in  every  other  virtue,  to  for¬ 
ward  him  in  the  acquifition  of  know¬ 
ledge,  and  to  render  him  happy  in  life. 

In  the  journey  of  life,  there  are  a 
thoufand  avenues  full  of  foliciting 
charms,  which  often  prove  too  effec¬ 
tual  in  leadiufr  the  forward  and  curl-

ous  from  the  dirc<5l  road  of  virtue. 
In  thefe  he  pleafes  his  fancy,  and  gra- 
tihes  his  inciinaiions ;  initiidbie  at  the 
time,  of  the  hurt  he  receives  on  the 
one  hand,  of  what  he  lofes  on  the 
other.  The  yielding  once  prepares 
him  to  yield  a  iecond  and  a  third 
time  with  ifill  more  eafe,  until 
he  is  perhaps  bewildered  alto¬ 
gether.  But  the  truly  modeff 
young  man,  being  lefs  forward,  lels 
curious,  lefs  contident  in  liimfelf, 
more  cautious,  and  having  a  more 
delicate  fenfe  of  propriety  and  regii. 
iarity,  is  not  lb  cafily  captivated.  Does 
he  refift  one  temptation — he  does  a 
fecond  with  more  eaie.  The  farther 
he  advances,  he  becomes  the  better 
ac<iuaintcd  with  his  journey  ;  until 
he  arrives  at  that  firmnefs  of  mind, 
which  fpurns  with  contempt  all  the 
flattering  language,  all  the  artful  fo- 
iicitations  of  thefe  objeds,  which 
pitafe  the  fancy  and  gratify  the  fenfes, 
but  wound  and  degrade  the  foul. — 
in  fhort,  modeffy  is  a  perpetual  con- 
ftraint  in  favour  of  virtue  ; — the  dan¬ 
gerous  and  difagreeable  fccnes  which 
the  forward,oilenrations,andconfident 
aie  too  often  betrayed  into,  fhould,  I 
think,  be  a  liror.rt  rcaibn  for  vou  to 
ciihivate  this  virtue. 

]f  error  and  prejudice  prevail  in 
wcrl  j,  everv  benevolent  man,  v’ho 


ardently  wiflies  ilicfe  to  be  eradicated, 
looks  up  w’lth  anxious  concern  to  the 
young  and  fnccecdlng  generation, 
for  accomplifliing  his  benevolent  de- 
ligns  ;  to  it  he  dircdsjhis  efforts,  as  af- 
•  fording  the  mofl  apparent  fuccefs. 
And  certainly,  lie  vs'ho  is  the  moft 
I  ready  to  receive  his  inftruflions,  who 
gives  him  the  moft  patient  and  thank¬ 
ful  attention,  and  in  fhort  w’ho  is  of 
the  moft  teachable  difpofition,  has  the 
fiireft  chance  to  procure  moft  of  hi$ 
at»-ention,  ellcem  and  regard.  To 
convince  you  of  this, — fuppofe  your- 
feif  in  his  fitiiation,  or  that  of  any 
teacher  of  youth, — would  you  not 
prefer  a  humble,  affable,  and  diffident 
pupil,  in  place  of  one  conceited,  con¬ 
fident,  and  full  of  himfelf  ?  Moft  cer¬ 
tainly  you  would.  Every  fenfible  man 
wall  ftudy,  in  a  variety  of  refpeifts,  to 
benefit  a  youth  who  ingenuoufly  ccn-» 
feffts  his  ignorance,  by  his  interroga¬ 
tions  and  patient  attention.  On  the 
contrary,  few  will  be  fo  ready  to  exert 
thcmfelves  in  favour  of  one  who  fhews 
himfelf  conceited  and  unthankful. 
Crude  and  fenfclefs  objecflions  to  me¬ 
thods  of  inftruftion  and  good  inten¬ 
tions,  will  difeourage  and  difguft,  but 
never  attrad,  or  give  pleafure  or 
fatisfadion.  And  poor  is  the  young 
man  who  is  his  own  mafter.  Even 
wife  men,  w^hen  they  have  no  friend 
to  deliberate  with,  fall  into  many  od¬ 
dities  and  fancies  ; — how  much  more 
does  the  lelfifh,  inexperienced  young 
man,  who  will  not  deign  to  have  a 
fuperior  ! 

Mark  the  modeft  man,  his  counte¬ 
nance  indicates  contentment.  De 
is  diftinguifhed  by  a  calm  and  ferene 
deportment.  He  accommodates  him¬ 
felf  to  every  circumftance,  fituation, 
and  occurrence,  of  life.  Although 
bold  in  duty,  and  in  every  laudable 
attempt  towards  the  enjoyment  of 
true  happinefs,  and  in  promoting  that 
of  others,  yet  he  is  far  from  afpiring 
to  the  government  of  the  world,  or  to 
the  moulding  of  his  own  fortune. 
Hence  he  is  free  from  anxious  cares, 
from  much  trouble,  fear,  aiid  difeen-'

^imefently — .”  Of  which  the  Biiiiop  be¬ 
ing  immediately  ad\ifed,  as  was  Mr

‘‘  About  this  time  llie  called  to  her 
hufeand  (wdio  was  ahvays  in  near  at¬ 
tendance  upon  hiei  )  and  laid,  “  Dear  Mr 
Morrice — take  care  of  the  children — I

“  She  alfo,  in  a  proper  place,  re¬ 
commended  her  fervanis  to  Mr  Morrice. 

“  She  now  found  her  leet  cold,  and  or¬ 
dered  them  to  be  rubbed, at  the  fame  time 
calling  tor  her  LVoth  ;  but  when  it  came, 
not  being  able  to  fw’alkwv  it.  Hie  turncil 
htrfelf  on  her  left  fide,  and  refted  her 
head  on  her  left  hand,  which  flie  doubled; 
extending  her  right  hand  and  arm  over 
the  bed-cloaths ;  and  in  this  pedture  Ihe 
continued  drawing  her  breath  Iborterand 
Ihorter,  but  w’irh  the  leaft  emotion  that 
pcoTihly  could  be,  till  the  .at  laft  expired, 
a  quarter  before  four  o’clock  on  Tuef- 
day  morning,  Nov.  8.

“  An  eiilirc  reiignatiem  to  the  w  ill  of 
God,  a  piety  tow  aids  her  father,  hiilbai'-d, 
and  family,  made  her  death  full  oi  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  a  faint,  and  of  the  regularity 
and  compofure  of  a  philofopher.  It  was 
then  Ih.c  gave  a  feal  and  fandtion  to  the 
Judgment  and  afiedtion  of  her  friends;

“  I  lhal!  conclude  this  account  with  a 
itnet^tion  I  made  at  the  time  ;  that  it  was 
well  worth  my  while  to  have  taken  lb 
long  a  voyage,  thi)ugli  I  was  imnieiliately 
to  return  home  ai'ain,  and  rear)  no  other 
beneht  from  it  than  the  feeing  what 
palled  in  the  laft  hours  of  Mrs  Morrice.

The  fuperlor  offi¬ 
cers,  it  is  believed,  are  all  faved.” 


By  a  gentleman  lately  arrived  from 
Italy,  who  came  from  Conitantinbple 
thither,  we  are  informed,  that  the  Turks 
li.ivcnot  been  for  an  age  in  fo  good  a  (late 
of  preparatio!)  as  at  piefent ;  their  army 
amviunts  to  360,000  men ;  they  have 
a  field  of  artillery  of  700  pieces,  with  a- 
bove  400  French  and  German  officers  ; 
and  all  their  fiores  *and  magazines  full 
and  in  good  order.  The  whole  empire 
calls  out  for  w’ar. 

By  a  letter  of  a  very  late  date  from 
Peterffiurgii,  it  appears,  that  thefurgeons 
and  officers  that  went  into  the  fervice  of 
the  Einprefs  are  not  yet  appointed,  al- 
thongii  they  liave  been  in  three  montlis 
expectation,  to  their  refpedive  ffiips  and 
regiments.  The  gentleman  who  wrote 
the  Icller  is  himfelf  one  of  the  fur- 
geons.  He  lays,  that  from  this  pro- 
craflination  it  is  generally  fuppofed,  that 
all  differences  betw’ccn  Ruflia  and  the  Su¬ 
blime  Porte  will  be  foon  accommodated, 
or  at  lead  that  there  will  be  no  hoiliiities 
during  this  winter. 

Private  letters  from  Rome  bring 
difigrccablc  intelligeriCC,  that  abo’al  fi 
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thoufand  children  died  lately  in  that  me¬ 
tropolis  of  the  Imall  pox  within  the  fpace 
of  three  months. 

Theqiiatrcl  between  his  Prufiian  Ma- 
jefty  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Dantzic  originates  in  the  latter  claiming 
what  is  called  the  right  of  mart,  and  the 
right  of  itaple.  By  the  tird  they  pretend 
that  all  velTcls  from  foreign  parts  com¬ 
ing  into  the  Viftula,  lhail  difpofe  of  their 
cargoes  in  that  city.  By  the  latter  they 
claim  the  like  privilege  of  monopolizing 
the  cargoes  of  all  vefiels  coming  down 
the  ViiUila.  In  confequcnce  of  this  the 
city  of  Dantzic  in  April  iad  fitted  out  a 
number  of  aimcvl  ernizers  to  feize  the 
Prufiian  veiTels  that  iupplieJ  the  towiis 
of  Old  and  New  Scollaiu’,  lately  ceded 
to  his  Majefty,  with  corn,  which  the 
Dantzickers  pretend  mull  be  purchaitd 
only  from  them. 

The  following  proclam.ation  does  the 
highed  honour  to  the  feelings  of  the  King 
of  Pruflia,  who  therein  pays  the  mod 
commendable  regard  to  the  dignitv  of 
man  : 

Whereas,  his  Ma;efly  the  King

Sir  Guy  Cariet('n  ccntiniied  fp 
hold  communication  with  the  Congrefs, 
witli  whom  tliere  were  yet  fome  mea- 
furcs  to  be  fettled  before  the  Engliih  gar- 
rifoii  woiiiCi  (|Ust  their  pv/fts. 

Wr.en  the  iafl  advices  cainc  from  New 
York,  there  was  h>  great  a  want  of  tranf- 
porto  to  cany  away  the  Loy.alifts,  that  it 
was  fcarcvi  tr.e  fin.il  tvacuaiion  tf  the 
pli  'e  would  be  dJayed  til!  near  the  end 
of  the  year  ;  the  Gewernor  was  on  all 
occalions  pmticuiaily  a‘teutive  to  the  in- 
tcrells  of  thofe  unfortuiiate  people,  and 
dclirous  (>»f  feeing  them  f.ifcly  fettled  in 
Halifax,  before  he  witlidrew  the  troops. 

A  letter  from  Halifax  fays,  that  the 
new  inhabitants  are  fv)  iniieli  diinehed 
for  want  (il’ll.ives  to  clear  the  land  that  is 
alloted  to  each,  that  they  have  fitted  on!'''

pointed  of  the  convicts  from  England 
winch  was  expciflcd  there  fome  lime  ay o. 

M’he  lail  accoimts  from  America  bring 
infm-mation,  tliat  feveral  gentlc  iiien  waii-^ 
ed  (VI  Sir  Guy  CariLtc.u,  on  the  Slh 
Augufl,  with  a  memorial,  iiiwbic.i  ..ic 
tl'.e  fo bowing  p;  Ifages  ; 

“  Tiiat  your  memori.rliP.s  having  bcehi 
deprived  cf  very  valuable  landed  cllatc-  . 
and  confidcr.ablc  pcrfonal  rrope’tiv;* 
without  the  lines,  and  being  aifo  obliged 
to  abandon  their  poib  fiions  in  this  city# 
on  acrount  of  their  loyalty  to  their  So- 
vci\i(-r.,  and  altaciiimiit  to  tlie  britiib

The  Succefs  fripatc,  commanded  by 
Captain  Pole,  has  brorpht  to  England, 
fiom  the  merchants  of  Jamaica,  three 
hundrrd  and  fifty  thouland  dollars,  con- 
figned  totlich'correfponclciits  of  London, 
Brillol,  and  Liverpirol.  '1  his  remittance 
in  coin  is  owing  to  an  nnufual  balance  in 
favour  of  this  country,  occa honed  by  the 
great  confumption  cf  our  manufadurcs 
during  the  lime  Lord  Rodney's  fc|ua- 
dron,  with  tire  eapturt  d  Ihips  taken  fj  om 
Dc  Ci  ahe,  fay  at  Jamaica.  The  dollars 
taken  on  board  thefe  Ihips,  together  w  ith 
the  private  property  of  the  prifoners,  has 
made  money  very  plentiful  in  that  ifland. 

On  the  30th  of  October,  the  Aha  Eaft 
Indiaman,  Captain  Maw,  from  Coalt  and 
CblTiM,  arrived  fate  in  the  Downs.  She 
failed  on  her  out  wa:id  bound  voyage  the 
2Cth  of  l'’ebruary  1781.
